•|'iilBlAMBt!RI.A'lN'8 SPEECH IN OPPOSITION. 

A Bitter attack Upon the PahnelliteS" 
Why he is Opposed to ths Bill-The 
PosiTioM or UlsteR'Not Afraid 
' OP A Dissolution 



London, .Tune 1. — 'J'lie dcbalo on 
the Home iliilt; bill iti Cbe Kouse of 
Comiuons was resumed this afternoon 
by Joaepli Olmmberlaiii. When lio 

,j arose he was fjrceted with derisive 
cheera and IioivIh from the irisii iiieru- 
bei'8. He denied the iisscrtion made by 
Dywer Graj' that Lo (Chamberlain) 
was the author of tbo article on nation- 
al oouDoils published ia the Eortnight- 
ly Review. Gray knew very well wlio 
. the. author waa and that the details of 
the article wore supplied from Irish 
sources. "I myself possess," said be, 
"incontrovortiblu and uucontostiblo 
proof that eminent National leaders 
approved the principle advocated in 
National councils." 

^ Here the ParneUites uttered loud 
howls' and' cried ' but "Names! names !" 
and the Oonservatives and Whigs 
cheered Chamberlain. The denuncia- 
tion and cheering quickly became an 
uproar, which lasted several niinulea 
Ohainberlain calmly folded his artufi 
and Btailingly waited for the tumult to 
subside, but refused to naention th» 
names called for. 

Resuming, Chamberlain ah groat 
length explained why he deemed Glad- 
stone's couc(8sioi!K inadequate. He 
did not, he coniisiued, propose to reply 
to any personal ■tefernnces made to 
himself during the course of the debate. 
They were, perhaps, aiiiueing but were 
below the level of a gieat constitution- 
al diecUBsion of questions fraught with 
most inomentouB consequences. Tliose 
who opjiose home rule measur beliove 
that it would prove most mischievous 
in its effect on Ireland and would post 
pone for a long time the satisfactory 
settlement of the Irish question. [Cries 
of "Hear! Hear!''] There had been in 
some Liberal quarters a desire to niin- 
imizo the ini[)orttince of tbo division 
on the Kecond reading of the bill, 'l.'lie 
members had been toltl that tbo Ijill 
was already, dead. The speaker did not 

L i^elieve that Gladstone would accept a 

• vote on the second reading on the un- 
derstanding that he wus receiving only 
an approval of an abstract resolution 
that Ireland ought to have a [inrlia- 
meut of ber own. Had the Government 

:-:Bubniitted a mero resolution affirming 
the princijjle of legislative autonomy 
'for Ireland, he|(Clianiborlain) could vote 
for it, because it would not be inuonsii;t 
ent either with a chamber like the 
Grattan Parliament or tbo estaljlish- 
ment of a legislative council such as 
the speaker suggested, and which ere 
now had received the support of the 
.JSTationalista [Ories from the Parnel- 
lites.: ''Names! names!"] 
" Thfl Government proposal, howeviir, 

' hBd''a stronger nieaning than that of a 
mere abstract resolution in that it 
pledged the House to the support of 
the priuciplo of the homo rule bill, 
from wbicli Gladstone said he would 
never depart. The speaker and those 
who thought with hira had hoped since 
Gladstone's speech at the Foreign Of- 
fice that the home rule bill might be so 
remodelled that they could vote for it, 
but they had been disappointed. Glad 
atone had sinca practically stated in 
the House of Cominons that if the bill 
pasbed its second reading it would be 
Buspended until October and then be 
reintroduced, unaltered except in mi- 
nor details concerning minor features 
of the Irish representation at West- 
minster. Those who agreed with the 
speaker did not wish to reduce Ireland 
to the condition of a self-governing col- 
ony, and the changes promised by 



Gladstone would noL meet the views of 
thoso who luaintained this position. 

"Diider the ametided pi'bposal of the 
Premier, the Irish members might be 
invited to take part in the discussion 
and to vote on imperial expenses like 
those of tbo E-ussiau and Egyptian 
wars. In questions relating to auch 
matters constantly arising, a,nd. in or 
der to tkike effective part in ibha dis- 
cussion, the Irish members would re 
quire to be constantly present at West 
nuustcr. It would be impossible to 
make the House of Commons i\ lluctua- 
tating body such as it would be under 
Gladstone's proposals. "^"It,:, .would be 
equally unwise to create an Irish Par 
liament as a subordinate and not a co- 
ordinate body (oboors). What they 
wanted was to prevent the Irish ineni- 
bers from becoiuing omnipotent, either 
at Westminster or Dublin. (Cheers). 

As to Ulster, that very important 
matter (Parnellite laughter), the speak 
er wonlil not gointo thequestion of ariu 
od resistance, although ho resented as 
absurd Parnell'.s charge that he saitl 
anything inciting assassination or out 
ruge [cheers], but wero',tho resistance 
of Ulster to the Dublin government 
in a constitutional way, would a Brit 
\A\ House of Oomiuons override or 
disregard that resistance? ["hoar, 
hear!"] Why had the resistance of 
the protestants of Ulster been stigma- 
tized as impatriotici Was it because 
they are proud of belonging to a great 
erajiire and opposed to being cut adrift 
from long familiar association as nieiu- 
bers of the United Kingdom? In de 
fending Ul.st(;r be waa governed by no 
religious bitterness. There could, 
however, be no doubt that the Pro- 
testants of Ulster were peaceful. Ho 
belonged to a family that always o]' 
posed anything like religious ascendaii 
cy. He w.is convinced that the Prot 
eatants of^Ulster had just cause to fenr 
altemjitshy the Irish Catholics to sf- 
cure the predominance of tbo Catholic 
Church, for it is a faith bouiul not to 
be satislied with equality. [Cries — 
"Ohl. Obi"],! /I^he .members from Ire- 
land say -'No." Here is a pamphlet 
written by' the Prime Minister on Vat- 
icanism [langhter] in svhich lie says: 
''To secure civil rights is the aim of 
Ohristiuu civilization, while to destroy 
them and reestablish resistless domi- 
neering action ns the central power is 
the aim of Roman policy." Thgjt is 
the ab.solutc truth. If it waa worth 
while to carry the argument farther 
he couldfgive statements which Catho- 
lic, bisho|)a recently made to the same 
efl'ect. [Cries — "Quote, quote," from 
the Irish membora]. Was not Ulster 
justified in fearing attacks On its 
material interests when National pa- 
pers described the Belfast linen indust- 
ry as ono of the curses of the country. 
(CrictJ of "JS'o, No," from the Parnell- 
ite members). Here is a aeries of tr- 
ticles in the Irish press in which the 
linen manufacturers are denounced. 

But. after all, the question is not 
whether thoso fears are well founded 
or the reverse. The practical i|uostion 
is whether Parliauiont will give elTuct 
to them. Jt is time that the govern- 
ment should give them more informa- 
tion than wasconveyed in Gladstone's re- 
cent reference to Ulster Now is thetiuie 
when the Government ought to say 
whether there is in Ulster or in a por- 
tion of Ulster (Hoar, heor), such a 
predominating sentiment as deserves 
separate consideration, and whether 
they will deviso a scheme to give the 
position of Ulster such consideration. 
Had such a bill been offered to Scot- 
iana, the people would have indignant- 
ly rejected it. Wus there any man 
there who could maintain that the bill 
did not weaken the supremacy of the 
Im])erial Parliameut, or throw a 
doubt on it? (Ministerial cries of "No, 
no.") 

Alluding to the references during the 
debate to the case in Canada, Chamber- 
lain contendi'd that it was a uatutal 
ooiiclusion ironi what happened in 
Jjower Canada after the reform of 
1 830, that reforms like those would 
have lo be granted Ireland if the bill 
carried. And furthermore, concession 
would have to be made to Ireland, 
until there came the ultimate demand 
for separation (Hear hear). 

Demands had been made upon him 
to state an alternative to Gladstone's 
proposals. He suggested certain lines 
u[)on which the moasure might have pro" 
ceedeil. His plan had been described 
described aa a "popkins" plan and 
those approving it w«»re called puny 
whisperers by a man whose nmgniticent 
physique enabled him to look down on 
men not gifted by Providence with his 
great personal gifts. (Laughter.) It 
was hard upon them to be accused of 
arroganco ".nd presumption and be call- 
ed whisperers when they honestly en- 
deavoreti to meet the demand for an 
alternative scheme, 

They were threatened with a disaolu- 
tion, (Cheers and counter cheers). Dis- 
Koliition bad no terrors for him. Of one 
thing lie was confident — namely, that 
the Unionist majority in P.^rliament 
would be strengthened. (Cheers, and 
cries of "Oh, oh,"). He rejoiced that 
this great issue would soon be submit- 
ted to the only tribunal whose decision 
they could accept. (Parnellite cheers). 
He tniutcd in tht! ultimate good sense 
and patriotism ot the British demo- 
cracy. 

Thero is not a man who does not 
know that every personal and political 
interest would have led me to east ray 



lot with Gladstone. Not a day passes 
on which I do not receive scores of let- 
ters urging me for niy own sake to 
vote for the bill and dish the Wbigs. 
The temptation no doubt is great, but 
I am not base enough to gratify mero 
personal ambition by betraying my 
country. (Loud .cheers.) lam convinc- 
ed-that when this discussion is over 
the ■ Liberals -will not judge harshly 
those who pursuetl honestly the path 
of duty, even though it leads to the 
disruption of the party and the loss of 
personal influence and power, which it 
is the legitimate ambition of every 
man to seek among his political friends 
and associaitds! (Loud and proloiiged 
cheering by the conservatives.)

Under tho 
conatituiion act a morabor who haa any 
intert<at in a measure canuot vote upon it. 
Mr. Gi'aut had no interest in the aettla- 
nient bill. £le characteriaaa it now aa 
"infamous," and yet be went into the 
lobby on two occasions rather than vote 
against it. When next the loaders of the 
workingmen'a movement uudertake to 
talk about the great giveaways at Koot- 
enay and on Vnncouver laland let them 
bear in mind tho responBibility of the op- 
position members for the first-named 
measure and the part the member for 
Oasaiar played when the last-named bill 
was before the house. 



AN ACT OF JUSTICE. 

There ia nothing ignoble in the attitude 
of a man who having unwittingly done a 
wrong ia willing to acknowledge h.'s error. 

A majority of the council on Wedcesday 
evening retraood tht'r aleps in tho raatter 
of tho appointment of a gaoler and voted 
out Mr. Honloy, who waa oloc'.ed two 
weeks before. Conns. Styles and Barnard, 
-who voted for Henley on the first occa- 
sion, had the manlincas to say that they 
did so under a misapprehension of the 
facta; and so thoy took the earliest op- 
portunity to roaL-iiul ihoir previous action. 
Mr. Hoiiloy'a character was not involved 
in the iaauo. There is reason to believe 
that it ia irreproachable; but there is a 
principle underlying tho matter which 
cannot be ignored. Are there not in this 
city many men as capable and respectable 
as Mr. Henley, whoso claims, by reason 
of previous aorvicos to the public and 
long residence, were entitled to considera- 
tion in preference to the auccesaful candi- 
date? la'it not a fact that some of these 
men have invested thoir means and raised 
families among ua, while Mr. Henloy haa 
been a resident of a foreign state for the 
last nine or ten years, and haa never con- 
tributed a single dollar, directly or In- 
directly, towards the civic or provincial 
revenue 1 There is one condition on which 
the aoieotion of Mr. Henley oould have 
been excused; but that condition Is not 
present in this caBo. It is thia: If he 
had been tho only experienced and capa 
ble person oflfering his services, not a 
voice would have been raised in opposi- 
tion. But he was not. There were ot 
least three applicants who had had ex- 
perienoointhe gaol department, ond who, 
moreover, were residents of the place. 
These were ignored, unintentionally; and 
tho council have acted in a spirit of 
justice in recalling the appointment of 
}Ir. Henley.

Econoraista in Groat Britain fail to see 
any relief from the dopriiaaed state of 
trade that haa obtained thoro for years 
paat;but rather, gauging the -commercial 
by the political outlook prophesy a more 
gloomy state of affairs. The London op- 
position preaa charge Oladatone with dia- 
playing utter disregard of the country's 
commercial intoreata by delaying the dia- 
cuesion and vote on the second reading of 
tho home rule bill, They urge, and with 
a show of reason, that the political crisis 
is being prolonged to an :agony, and that 
until the future political relationahip be- 
tween England and Ireland, whatever it 
m.iy bo, ia dutormined, tho present stag- 
nation of trade will ooutinue. If home 
rule ia granted to Ireland and the country 
is plunged into civil war, the cnnaequen- 
cea, speaking from a oommercial point of 
view alone, will be diaaatirpuB. The pablio 
would, however, then know the worst ond 
be compelled to faco it; but at present tiio 
uncertainty is almost as injurioua au tlie 
paralysis of trade — more or loss last- 
ing—that will ensue upon the severance 
of the iinion. Some portions of the Lon- 
don presa even go so far as to assert that 
this delay ia CBuaed knowingly by Glad- 
stone, and that this neglect of tho best 
interests of the country is adopted by liim 
as a means of reprisal upon thu great 
manufacturers and traders, and tho ma- 
jority of the nrtizaiiB who, he is 
aware, are opposed tu his acheme 
of home rule. This insinuation may or 
may not bo true; but it is certain that 
his action on previous occasions has laid 
him upon to tho ch:vrye. In tho commons 
ho throatonod the Iriaii laiullords with 
ruin if thoy rofiisud iiis tmina; and if Ilia 
conditions aro deoUiied by (ho inti'lliiitfiil 
portion of tho country liu aaya hu w;li out- 
vote them by thu aid uf the less educated 
masses. His conduct when he propoaed 
to disestablish the Irish church shf>ws 
that he ia as susceptililu of allowing pi'i-- 
aonal feeling to direct his judgment na ui- 
dinary erring luortula; and thoro ia good 
ground, therefore, both from precedent 
and the impasaioncd attitude he haa taken, 
to presume that whether unprejudiced or 
not when he Brat took up the question, 
tho siurm of opposition that his scheme 
haa evoked hiis uwakonod in Oiadstnno all 
tho latent intolerance of serioua opposi- 
tion wliich one miglit e.^pect to aoo in 
men, who, though not so great aa Glad- 
atonu, tind themselves, like him, after 
wielding undisturbed sway, suddenly 
brought face to face with a legitimate 
powerful and uudoviating resist- 
ance to their plans. The suspicion 
formed from tlie knowledge that the homo 
rule bill was, ao far as tho cabinet waa 
concerned, a one-man formulated sehorao, 
waa verified wlien oppoaition brought tho 
patriot and tlio man into collision. Then, 
at the time when above all it waa of para- 
mount importance to the caviae ho was ad- 
vocating that he should keep cool, Glad- 
atone, in a voice in which the hoarseneaa 
of passion struggled with the quavering 
treble of age poured forth a torrent of 
declamation in place of argument, and lost 
by that exhibition of temper a large pro- 
portion of tiio support that ho ia strug- 
gling 80 hard to regain. For tlio dia- 
afi'eoted liboiiila judged, and jiidgod 
rightly, that the unseemly display of 
temper in such a man and at such a time 
was not only to be regretted, but was so 
opposed to the experience of his years as 
to give rise to doubts as to whether the 
weight of ago had not brought with it its 
characteristic querulousnesa — that impa- 
tience of contradiction which besptiaks a 
prejudice utterly incompatible with the 
conduct of such a vitally serious measure 
as that embodied in the Irish home rule 
scheme.

Gossip has been at last sot at rest by 
the marriage of President Cleveland to 
Miss Folsom. Tho happy event took 
place on Wednesday evening quite unos- 
tentatiously. A dispatch says: "About 
6:30 o'clock in the evening tho wedding 
guests began to arrive, their CBrriagea 
drawing up to the main door on Pennsyl- 
vania avenue. The first arrival was Sec- 
retary Liimar. Ho was closely followed 
by Dr. Sunderland and wife, and during 
the next few minutes thoro ctimo in quick 
succeaaion Postmastor-Gonoral Vilas and 
wife, Mr. W. S. Beasell, Secretary and 
Mrs. Endioott, Secretary and Mrs. Bay- 
ard, Secretary and Mrs. Whitney, and 
Secretary Manning and his wife. Tho 
guests proceeded to tho blue room, whore 
they were received by Misa Clovelaiid. At 
7:06 a selected orchestra from tho ra;iritiH 
baud, stationed in a corridor, struck up 
the wedding march from "Mondolaahon'a 
"Midsummer Night's Dream," and all 
eyes nere turned toward the doorway to 
catch a glirapse of the coming bride 
and groom. Starting from tho 
westorn corridor or upper floor, 
tho President camo slowly down 
the stairway with his bride leaning ou his 
arm. They wore unaccompanied, oven tho 
bride's mother was awaiting her with othor 
guosta. Passing through the central corri- 
dor the bride and groom entered tho club 
room and took a position near its southern 
wall, wliieb was complutoly hidden from 
sight by a mass of nodding palms, tropical 
gruHS, and an cndloss vnrioty of choice 
tlowern. The president wiiu iu full oveniiig 
dress with a turned down collar, long neelc- 
tie and ■white stiidH, A luish fell upon the 
assembly na Dr. fjunilcrhind nlipped forwuid 
to hiH position, fronting (he wedding eoiiple, 
with Rov, William Cloveland (tho presi- 
dent's brother) ou his left hand. In a diK- 
tiuct voice .and with a Uoliberute utterituce 
tho doctor began and concluded the simple 
iind beautiful wedding service." Weogree 
with the London Telegraph that "it was a 
graceful act on the part of the president to 
show that the presidout of the United States 
does not derogate from hia exalted position 
by making bis wedding of the pl.'iinust and 
Himplost chftiactor."

ENGLAND. 
LcvDON, June 3. — The debate on the 
home rule bill waa resumed by Mr. 
O'Connor. Ue said he thought that he 
was justified in saying that the argument 
of separation had vanished from the 
minds of all reasona de politicians. [Cries 
of dissent.] He contended that there 
was no country in the world where his- 
tory taught so eloquent a lesson against 
tho ptit.ibliahmont and endorsement of re- 
ligions as Ireland. He called attention 
to iMr. Bright's advice in his letter to the 
recent Chamberlain meeting, and held 
that the mennbera who voted against tho 
bill would incur a serious responsibility, 
and would run the risk of not beiiig re- 
turned. 

Charles Bradlaugh supported tho 
bill. Ho saldthat aa to the objec- 
tion to tho details of the measure, 
if they voted for the second reading they 
would have full opportunity to discuss 
them in committee. The choice lay be- 
tween Gladstone and coercion. 

The aouUing race between George Bu- 
bear, of England, and Christian Nelson, 
of Australia, waa rowed over tho Thames 
championship course and was won by 
Bubear by two lengths. The match waa 
for £100 aside.

Olhvki.ani), O , .liino 'J. — Tho Knights 
nf Labor convention ia over. Tho general 
assembly, at 5 o'clock thia niorniMk', after 
ton days session, adjourned die. 
At tho evening soaaion ta-day an ad- 
dress waa adopted, of which tho fol- 
lowing is tho aubatance: "Wo, the 
Knights of Labor, in general aa.'iembly 
convened, extend our heurtfolt groot- 
iiigs to all branchea of honorable toil, 
welcoming thorn to tho moat friendly 
alliance iu the comiuou work. Wo HOek to 
raise tho level of wages, and reduce the 
hours of labor, to protect men and women 
iu their occupation, in their lives and limbs, 
and in theb rights. As citizens ve seek 
also to secure such legislation as shall tend 
to prevent an unjust aooumalation of 
wealth, to restrict tho powers of monopo- 
lies and corporations, and to enact snob 
wiso and beneficial legislation as shall pro- 
mote equity and juatico.

DAniNC Attempt TO Rois A Mew York 
DnvQOODs House Bv AN t Employee. 

A New York telegram Bays: A short, 
thick-set young man with noticeably 
yellow hair and jauuJiced complexion, 
and wearing a black patch over one 
eye, entered the big drygooda bouse of 
Sweetzer, Pembroke «b Oo., at 8:15 
o'clock Saturday morning and asked to 
sec the engineer in the basement. The 
was shown to aim and he went down 
stairH. In tho basement directly under 
the main salesroom are tho offices of 
the salesmen TbB.^pn4e-haired,8^^ 
er wentlin and sat down. Some 20 or 30 
clerks were in the room r.bco, and on 
the several floors of the building some 
300 clerks and ansistants are employed. 
Tho office is upstairs over the main 
salesroom on Broadway. 

Shortly after the stranger had gone 
down into the basement, ostensibly to 
look for the engineer. Assistant Oashier 
Hammond went dowa to the vault in 
the sub-cellar under the basement of- 
flees, where the yellow-haired man was 
sitting alone. The 15th of each month 
is pay day, and there is -usually from 
S2,060 to $5,000 in the vault during 
the preceding night. Hammond went 
dowii 'to get the casli box. As he stoop- 
ed to got the cashbox he saw that the 
strange blonde had followed hiin down 
into tho sub-collar. Ho said he was 
looking for the engineer, but, before 
Hammond could mo^ve or reply the in- 
truder attempted to throw chloroform 
into his face and struck him pvor the 
right temple with an eight pound cast 
iron window sasli weight done ^ up in 
cloth. The blow, fortunately for tho 
cashier, was not squarely dealt, and 
though the scalp was badly cut and 
blood streamed down into bis eyes and 
face he was not stunned, and did not 
lose his presence of mind. Ho shouted 
"stop thief" in a tone that convinced 
" tho thief that he did not want to stop, 
end he didn't. Hammond, bleeding 
freelv, followed him three steps at a 
time' up the stairs, shouting lustily. 
The intruder made for the front door, 
and there Doorman Smith grabbed him 
by the collar. In the scullle the head of 
blonde-hair was dialodged, and cashier 
Hammond, who had followed to the 
door, literally with blood iu his eye 
and breathing vengeance, found him 
ciutjhing a yellow wig. 

Meantime twenty clerks had gather- 
ed around the prisoner, and great was 
their auiaz^-muuD when they found that 
under tho wig and painted face was 
their fellow clerk, W. F. Adams. He 
had cut his hair close, shaved off bis 
familiar mutton-chop whiskers, and 
donued a long and unfamiliar coat, 
His countenance bad been "made up" 
to match the complexion of the wig 
and the blaok patch over the eye had 
been added to accent and give finish 
to the disguise. 

Adams stood with Iria painted, close- 
cropped bead bowed disconsolately, 
•while Policeman Ooughlin held him 
-with both hands twisted into the back 
of bis coat collar. Adams is 22 years 
old and entered .the house some two 
years ago. Hammond's wounds are 
not setious.
